To  the  Chairman  & Members  of  the 
Blaenavon  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Miss  Lewis  & Gentlemen, 

it  gives  me  pleasure  to  submit  for  your 

information  my  annual  public  health  report  for  your  district  for  the  year  i960. 

The  report  has  been  compiled  as  required  by  Regulations  5 (3)  and  15(5) 
the  Public  Health  Officers  Regulations,  1959*  and  as  directed  in  circular 
1 1 (.7 ales)  dated  3^st  January  19^1  , from  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health* 

GENERAL  COMMENT. 

Once  again  this  district  had  a trouble-free  year  from  the  aspect  of 
notifiable  diseases  and  was  completely  free  from  the  more  serious  notifiable 
conditions  such  as  poliomyelitis  or  the  enteric  group  of  infections.  The 
number  of  notifications  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  received  was  low  and 
totalled  4 (3  males  and  1 female).  There  were  2 deaths  assigned  to  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  during  the  year  and  these  referred  to  chronic  cases  whose  names 
were  on  the  tuberculosis  register  for  several  years. 

The  Council's  building  programme  for  slum  clearance  began  on  the  Hillside 
.avenue  site  with  a start  on  66  houses  and  flats.  'Plans  were  also  laid  to 
acquire  sites  for  further  building  by  the  Council  at  a future  date.  It  was 
anticipated  that  some  of  these  houses  would  have  been  available  for  occupation 
by  the  close  of  the  year,  but  various  reasons  prevented  this  from  materialising. 
However,  it  is  hoped  that  all  of  these  66  houses  will  be  completed  and  occupied 
before  the  winter  of  1961  as  many  of  the  occupants  of  the  properties  already 
condemned  are  living  in  very  bad  conditions. 

Further  progress  was  made  during  the  year  in  dealing  with  unfit  houses, 
when  32  properties  were  represented  to  the  Council  under  Section  16  (1)  of  the 
Housing  Act,  1957.  By  the  close  of  the  year  orders  has  been  made  on  13  of  these 
32  properties.  In  all  31  orders  were  made  on  unfit  properties  during  i960. 

A public  local  enquiry  was  held  during  the  year  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  & 
Local  Government  in  the  case  of  the  Blaenavon  Urban  (No's  James  Street 

Clearance  Area  No.l)  Clearance  Order,  i960,  following  an  objection  lodged 
by  the  owner.  This  enquiry  decision  resulted  in  the  order  being  confirmed 
in  favour  of  the  Local  Authority. 

During  the  year  the  Council  wont  a long  way  in  introducing  refuse  disposal 
by  properly  controlled  tipping  and  the  provision  of  a standard  refuse  bin  for 
each  household.  Orders  were  placed  for  the  refuse  bins  and  an  up-to-date 
refuse  vehicle,  while  the  Council  had  taken  delivery  of  a loader  for  tip 
covering.  The  possibility  of  acquiring  a street  sweeping  and  gully  emptying 
miachine  was  also  being  explored. 

The  introduction  of  a chlorination  plant  during  the  year  for  the  Bunkers 
Tank  source  of  water  supply  made  a marked  difference  in  the  bacteriological 
purity  of  the  drinking  water  supplied  to  the  town  from  this  source.  The  ideal 
will  not  be  achieved  in  this  respect  until  all  the  Town's  sources  of  water 
supply  are  adequately  treated.

The  live  births  assigned  .to.  this  district  for  1 960..  totalled  11 8 (59  males 
and  59  females)  and  shows  a fall  of  one  over  the  previous  year.  All  of  these 
births  were  legitimate  with  the  exception  of  2.(1  male  and  1 female). 

The  natural  increase  for  the  year  (excess  of  births  over  deaths)  was  nil 
since  there  were  1 1 8 births  against  1 1 8 deaths. 

There  were  4 stillbirths  assigned  to  the  district,  all  being  females  and 
all  of  legitimate  birth. 

The  stillbirth  rate  per  1,000  total  live  and  stillbirths  for  the  district 
was  32.8  as  compared  with  a County  rate  of  27.2. 

The  birth  rate  per  1 ,000  population  for  the  year  was  the  same  as  in  the 
previous  year  and  stood  at  13-3-* 

The  local  birth  rate  can  be  compared  with  the  national  rate  if  it  is 
adjusted  by  multiplication  with  a comparability  factor  of  1.05  supplied 
by  the  Registrar  General.

There  were  1 1 8 deaths  (72  males  and  46  females)  assigned  to  this  district 
: for  the  year  which  was  an  increase  of  8 over  the  previous  year.  The  death  rate 
3per  1,000  population  was  13.1  for  the  year. 


Table  VI  shows  these  deaths  assigned  to  the  various  causes  by  sex. 

There  were  2 male  deaths  assigned  to  pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  persons 
whose  names  had  been  on  the  tuberculosis  register  for  some  yeats. 

There  was  no  death  assigned  to  maternal  causes  during  the  year. 

The  various  manifestations  of  cancer  caused  22  deaths  (14  males  and  8 
ifemales),  or  1 8 . 6%  of  the  total  deaths.  Cancer  of  the  lung  & bronchus  caused  8 
deaths  (7  males  and  1 female),  or  36.4%  of  the  total  cancer  deaths. 

The  diseases  of  the  heart  and  blood  vessels  caused  48  deaths  (21  males  and 
27  females) or  _ 4-0. 7%_of  the  total  deaths.. 

The  diseases  of  the  respiratory  system  (excluding  tuberculosis ) caused 
HO  deaths  (6  males  and  4 females),  or  8. 5%  of  the  total  deaths. 

There  was  no  death  assigned  to  any  form  of  leukaemia  during  the  year 

The  local  death  rate  of  13.1  can  be  compared  with  the  national  rate  of 
11.5  if  it  is  first  multiplied  by  the  comparability  factor  for  this  district 
CC 1 . 1 4 ) , which  then  gives  a corrected  local  rate  of  14.9.

The  above  table  shows  that  75  persons  (42  males  and  33  females)  had 
reached  the  age  of  65  years  at  death,  or  65%  of  the  total  deaths. 

The  age  of  70  years  at  death  was  attained  by  63  persons  (35  Rales 
and  28  females),  or  54%  of  the  total  deaths. 

The  age  of  75  years  at  death  was  attained  by  47  persons  (25  males 
and  22  females),  or  41%  of  the  total  deaths.

The  Chest  Clinic  facilities  for  the  district  continue  as  previously  to  be 
available  at  the  Park  Buildings,  Pontypool* which  is  convenient.  The  facilities 
for  chest  X ray  exist,  at  Blaenavon  Hospital  which  is  visited  by  the  Chest 
Physician  as  required. 

Ther^-  were  4 notifications  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  received  during  the 
year  which  referred  to  3 males  and  1 female. 

There  were  2 Dale  deaths  during  the'  year  which  wore  assigned  to  pulmonary 
tuberculosis.  Both  of  these  cases  had  been  on  the  tuberculosis  register  for 
many  years  and  suffered  from  a chronic  form  of  the  disease.  In  this  type  of 
case  it  can  be  safely  assumed  that  modern  drug  treatment  has  helped  to  prolong 
life  for  a longer  period  than  would  have  been  possible  before  their 
introduction . 


During  the  year  a mobile  unit  of  the  mass  radiography  service  of  the 
Welsh  Regional  Hospital  Board  carried  out  a survey  at  the  local  factory  of

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MISCELLANEOUS 


Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955. 

The  Weights  and  Measures  Department  of  the  Monmouthshire  County 
Council  continue  to  carry  out  the  duties  of  a Food  and  Drugs  Authority 
within  this  district.  The  County  Weights  and  Measures  Officer,  Mr.  R.J. 
Bullen,  reports  that  samples  in  all  (19  milks,  7 other  foodstuffs, 

3 ice  creams  and  5 beers)  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  during  the 
year  and  all  were  reported  on  as  reaching  the  required  standard. 

Disposal  of  House  and  Trade  Refuse. 

As  mentioned  in  my  last  annual  report  the  Council  has  embarked  on  a 
completely  revised  scheme  for  refuse  disposal  for  the  district.  The  past 
year  saw  this  ambitious  scheme  brought  practically  into  operation  with  the 
purch'.se  of  earth-moving  equipment  and  the  placing  of  orders  for  standard 
size  refuse  bins  for  each  house  and  an  up-to-date  refuse  collection 
vehicle.  The  purchase  of  a street  cleansing  and  gully  cleansing  machine 
has  also  been  under  active  consideration.  The  old  method  of  indiscriminate 
refuse  tipping  has  be^n  superseded  in  the  district  by  properly  controlled 
tripping.  The  Authority  is  moving  on  the  right  lines  which  are  highly 
commendable  and  will  set  a headline  for  other  Local  Authorities  in  Wales 
in  the  matter  of  refuse  collection  and  disposal.  The  operation  of  the 
cleansing  section  of  the  Council  will  come  under  the  direction  of  the 
Public  Health  Inspector  in  1961. 

Public  Swimming  Baths. 

The  public  swimming  bath  in  the  district  came  untTor  the  control  of 
the  Council  during  the  year  and  also  provided  them  with  some  problems. 

The  purification  plant  required  a complete  overhaul  and  much  replacement 
of  equipment.  The  bath  was  in  use  during  the  year  under  review  and  the 
water  samples  taken  were  satisfactory.  The  method  of  purification  is  by 
rapid  sand  filtration, clarification , chlorination  and  the  source  of  the 
water  used  for  filling  is  from  the  Town's  main  supply. 

National  Assistance  * i.  ct,  1 948. 

It  was  not  necessary  to  invoke  section  k7  of  this  Act  during  the  year 
for  the  compulsory  removal  of  any  person  in  need  of  care  and  attention. 

Local  Problem  Families  Committee. 

No  case  came  to  notice  in  the  district  during  the  year  which  might 
have  been  referred  to  this  committee.

Water  Supplies, 


During  the  year  the  supply  o.f  70,000  gallons  per  day  of  treated 
water  c ntinued  tc  be  available  to  the  district  from  the  Cwmaven  reservoir 
of  the  Pontypool  and  District  Water  Company.  The  supply  from  Bunkers's 
Tank  continued  to  give  very  bad  bacteriological  results  until  the 
chlorinating  plant  was  installed  towards  the  end  of  this  year,  after  which 
the  samples  from  this  source  were  bacteriologies#  satisfactory  f r a 
treated  water.  The  bacteriological  samples  from  the  other  sources  of 
supply  varied  widely,  but  the  overall  sampling  picture  for  the  year 
showed  improvement  with  the  installation  of  treatment  plant  at  Bunker's 
Tank.  The  quantity  of  water  available  during  the  year  was  adequate  due  to 
the  very  heavy  rainfall.  There  arc-  no  dwellings  cn  standpipes  in  the 
district  and  only  some  25 » including  farms,  not  on  a main  supply. 

Some  seven  cf  these  properties  have  already  been  condemned  and  the 
occupants  are  about  to  be  re-housed,  while  another  ten  are  due  for 
inclusion  in  the  Council's  next  slum  clearance  phase.  The  results  of 
water  sampling  from  the  main  supply  from  sources  within  the  district  arc- 
shown  in  table  XIX. 


Sewerage . 

It  is  considered  that  the  arrangements  for  sewerage  and  sewage 
disposal  in  the  district  arc-  reasonably  adequate.

There  is  one  manufacturer  of  ice  cream  in  the  town  and  the  bulk  of  this 
commodity  comes  from  outside  suppliers  of  national  repute. 

During  the  year  21  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  analysis  and  the 
results  were  satisfactory.
